- Strong winds and raging waters 
played havoc ••, with t, communica- 
tions. There was no official an- 
nouncement of casualties but un- 
confirmed reports said a number 
of people, caught in their sleep 
by the floods, and had drowned. 


Damage was estimated to have 


already surpassed $250 million. 
' Dikes gave way first in the porl 
city of Bremcrhaven. Hundreds ol 
' men, including American soldiers, 
worked .through the night to close 
the1 breaks with sandbags. 


Air: raid sirens were sounded 


in Cuxhavcn on the Elbe River 
estuary 
when the 
high 
water 


swept over the dikes and flooded 
thousands of basements, 


Farms in the fertile lowlands 


• between Bremen and Cuxhavcn 


and south of Husum were among 
the first to be evacuated. 


In the Emsland, near the Dutch 


border, a dike was reported to 
have breached on a length of al- 
most !)00 yards. 


Soon, there were more reports 


of breaches multiplied and a spe- 
cial disaster alert was sounded 
for police, fire brigades and the 
army along the whole of the 
North Sea coast. 


In a driving rain, thousands of 


people waited on roofs or in the 
top floors of their houses to be 
•evacuated 
by rubber rafts. 
In 


some regions, rescuers reported 
a shortage of boats. 


The 
refugees, 
some

their nighlclolhbs, were taken lo 
temporary 
shelters 
in 
schools, 


townhalls or hospitals in high- 
lying areas, 


Hamburg, a city of two million, 


appeared worst hit by the floods, 
which in some parts brought the 
high tide level to 12 feet above 


. normal. 


Residential and industrial areas 


- along the Elbe River 'Section od 


the 
city 
were 
submerged. 
In 


downtown Hamburg, the waters 
reached the city hall. The floods 
also entered the Elbe River Tun- 
nel, a vital link for motor traffic. 


Evacuated 
persons, 
carrying 


belongings in suitcases, were seen 
rushing through the streets as the 
waters advanced. The scenes re- 
called the nights following the ait- 
raids on the city during World 
War II.

Asks Clinic

•WASHINGTON (AP) — Welfare 


Department officials pushed a bill 
today to set up mobile clinics 'for. 
migratory farm workers on their

Senate, and if the House "follows 
suit it would mark the first time 
that federal legislation has been 
enacted to deal with 'the health 
problems of an estimated million 
migrant workers who earn an -av- 
erage of $1,000 a year. 


Boisfcuillcl Jones, special assist- 


ant secretary of the Welfare De- 
partment, told a House labor sub- 
committee that $3 million had 
been provided in the budget for 
the next fiscal year to get the 
program started If Congress ap- 
proves. He said it would "stimu- 
late local activity" to help mi- 
grant workers far in excess of-that 
figure. 


"Too often, migrant health 'be- 


comes of widespread 'community; 
concern only when 'an 'emergency 
occurs," Jones said. "It Wa'y be 
a child's death frOrh insecticide 
poisoning. Or it may be'theiacute 
illness or death of young infants 
from diarrheal disease, an out- 
break of diphtheria or typhoid fev- 
er, or a crippling highway acci- 
dent.
